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Commodity  summary 

A11  April  1  record  inventory  of  5*5  "billion  pounds  of  Agricultural  products  5 
percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  27  percent  more  than  average  --  was  in  the 
Nation's  refrigerated  warehouses,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    This  is  a 
drop  of  39^-  million  pounds  from  March  1  stocks,  a  result  of  seasonal  withdrawals  of 
358  million  pounds  of  cooler  products  and  36  million  pounds  of  freezer  products. 
Occupancy  of  cooler  rooms  in  public  refrigerated  warehouses  was       percent  on  April  1, 
down  1  point  from  a  month  earlier  and  freezer  occupancy,  at  66  percent,  was  2  points 
lower  than  the  previous  month.    Orange  concentrate  stocks  moved  up  contraseasonally 
during  March  and  on  April  1  totaled  k-J  million  gallons,  1  million  more  than  a  month 
earlier.    A  year  ago,  the  March  change  was  a  2 -million  gallon  reduction  and  the  aver- 
age change  for  the  month  is  a  1 -million  gallon  reduction.    April  1  stocks  of  orange 
concentrate  were  20  percent  more  than  the  April  1,  1957-61  average.     Seasonal  down- 
turns in  stocks  of  frozen  fruits,  except  frozen  apples,  lowered  total  supplies  to 
372  million  pounds.    For  this  time  of  year,  these  holdings  are  h  percent  under  a  year 
earlier  but  7  percent  above  average.     The  March  reduction  in  frozen  fruit  stocks 
totaled  5^-  million  pounds  compared  with  50  million  in  1962  and  the  average  decline  of 
k-T  million  pounds.    Frozen  vegetable  holdings  on  April  1  totaled  1,055  million  pounds, 
a  new  high  for  the  date.    By  comparison,  a  year  earlier  stocks  totaled  988  million 
pounds  and  average  holdings  for  the  date  are  675  million  pounds .    Except  for  3  items 
--  broccoli,  French  fries,  and  spinach  --  holdings  of  all  vegetable  items  were  low- 
ered during  the  month.     The  greatest  reduction  was  in  green  pea  stocks  which  fell  27 
million  pounds  to  129  million.    For  this  time  of  year,  these  holdings  were  larger 
than  both  last  year  and  average.    Poultry  supplies  were  reduced  during  March  by  37 
million  pounds  leaving  25^-  million  in  storage.     The  March  reduction  was  slightly 
under  the  average  of  39  million  pounds  and  10  million  under  the  March  1962  reduction. 
April  1  stocks  of  turkeys  were  2h  million  under  a  month  earlier  and,  at  153  million 
pounds,  compared  with  191  million  stored  on  April  1,  1962.    Average  stocks  for  the 
date  are  122  million  pounds.    A  seasonal  build-up  in  stocks  of  butter  raised  ware- 
house holdings  17  million  pounds  during  March  and,  on  April  1,  totaled  3^-6  million 
pounds.     This  is  ^3  million  pounds  more  than  on  April  1,  1962  and  271  million  more 
than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  date.    American  cheese  holdings  moved  down  l6  mill- 
ion pounds  to  309  million  pounds .     The  March  change  was  about  equal  to  that  of  last 
year  but  stocks  were  l6  percent  under  April  1,  1962.    Shell  egg  and  frozen  egg  stocks 
moved  up  seasonally  during  March.    A  19^000-case  gain  brought  shell  holdings  to 
^-8,000  cases  and  the  1 -million  pound  gain  in  frozen  egg. stocks  raised  warehouse 
stocks  to  39  million  pounds.     The  March  gains  for  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  were 
less  than  average.    Meats  in  storage  gained  sharply  during  March  and  on  April  1 
totaled  637  million  pounds.     This  is  80  million  pounds  more  than  stored  a  month  ear- 
lier and  compares  with  the  March  1962  gain  of  56  million  pounds.    For  this  time  of 
year,  meat  supplies  are  15  percent  more  than  on  April  1,  1962  and  17  percent  more 
than  average. 

Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

Seasonal  March  withdrawals  of  refrigerated  products  from  storage  lowered  the  cooler 
weight  by  358  million  pounds  and  the  freezer  weight  by  36  million  pounds.    On  April 
1,  total  weight  in  coolers  was  1.9  billion  pounds,  about  the  same  as  last  year  but 
200  million  pounds  more  than  the  April  1,  1957-61  average.     Changes  in  stocks  were 
principally  reductions  in  holdings  of  fresh  fruits,  vegetables,  dried  and  evaporated 
fruits,  cheese,  milk,  and  beef.     These  declines  more  than  matched  the  increases  in 
stocks  of  nuts,  shell  eggs,  and  beef.     Increased  in  freezer  stocks  of  butter,  eggs, 
juices,  and  meats  during  March  were  more  than  offset  by  reductions  in  stocks  of 
cream,  poultry,  fruits,  and  vegetables.     The  36-rnillion  pound  net  reduction  left  3.6 
billion  pounds  in  freezer  space  on  April  1,  about  7  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier 
and  38  percent  more  than  average . 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Occupancy  of  public  refrigerated  warehouse  space  declined  seasonally  during  March. 
Cooler  occupancy  was  5^  percent  of  capacity  on  April  1,  a  decline  of  1  point  from 
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March  1.     Freezer  occupancy  was  66  percent  of  capacity ,  2  points  lower  than  the  pre- 
vious month.     For  this  time  of  year,,  cooler  occupancy  was  h  points  greater  than  the 
average  but  2  points  below  a  year  earlier.    Freezer  occupancy  was  3  points  above 
average  for  the  date,  but  k  points  less  than  last  year. 

Juices,,  vegetable s,  and  fruits 

A  1 -million  gallon  gain  in  orange  concentrate  stocks  during  March  brought  April  1 
holdings  to  kj  million  gallons  compared  with  39  million  a  year  earlier .     In  the 
South  Atlantic  States ,  stocks  increased  600,000  gallons  and  in  the  other  areas ,  ex- 
cept West  South  Central,  Mountain,  and  Pacific,  slight  gains  were  reported.  The 
March  increase  was  contraseasonal  and  compares  with  a  2 -million -gallon  reduction  dur- 
ing March  196*2,  and  a  1 -million-gallon  reduction,  the  average  March  change.  Frozen 
fruits  totaled  372  million  pounds,  k  percent  less  than  on  April  1,  1962,  but  7  per- 
cent more  than  the  average.    During  March,  holdings  were  reduced       million  pounds 
compared  with  50  million  last  year  and  hj  million  pounds,  the  average.     The  largest 
reduction,  23  million  pounds,  was  in  strawberry  stocks,  which  totaled  95  million  on 
April  1,  one  percent  more  than  on  April  1,  1962,  but  15  percent  under  average. 
Holdings  of  cherries,  down  11  million  pounds,  totaled  77  million  for  the  date.  These 
stocks  are  2  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  but  more  than  twice  the  average. 
Stocks  of  other  fruits,  except  apples,  declined  by  smaller  amounts.     Stocks  of  frozen 
apples  were  relatively  unchanged  at  68  million  pounds.     Seasonal  withdrawals  of  fro- 
zen vegetables  lowered  warehouse  supplies  to  1,055  million  pounds  on  April  1,  For 
the  date,  these  supplies  are  7  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  56  percent  more 
than  average.    Holdings  were  lowered  for  all  vegetable  items  except  broccoli,  French 
fries,  and  spinach.    The  largest  reduction,  27  million  pounds,  was  in  green  pea 
stocks,  which  totaled  129  million  pounds,  and  the  largest  gain,  39  million  pounds, 
was  in  French  fries,  which  totaled  308  million  pounds.    The  March  net  reduction  in 
frozen  vegetable  stocks  of  38  million  pounds  was  15  million  less  than  last  year  and 
ik  million  less  than  average. 
Poultry  and  poultry  products 

Frozen  poultry  supplies  were  25^-  million  pounds,  13  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier 
but  8  percent  more  than  the  average.     Stocks  of  frozen  poultry  declined  37  million 
pounds  during  March,  compared  with  a  reduction  of  kj  million  during  March  a  year 
earlier  and  39  million,  the  average  reduction  for  the  month.     Turkey  holdings  were 
153  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  2k  million  during  March.     The  April  1  inventory  was 
20  percent  below  a  year  earlier  but  25  percent  above  average.     Supplies  of  frozen 
eggs  on  April  1  were  39  million  pounds,  9  million  less  than  stocks  the  same  month  a 
year  ago  and  25  million  less  than  average  for  the  date.    Holdings  of  shell  eggs  were 
i+8,000  cases.    This  time  last  year,  stocks  were  5^,000  cases,  while  the  average  for 
the  date  is  270,000  cases. 

Meat  and  meat  products 

Supplies  of  meat  and  meat  products  increased  80  million  pounds  during  the  month  to 
637  million  pounds.     A  year  earlier,  stocks  increased  56  million  pounds  but  the  aver- 
age change  is  a  decline  of  2  million  pounds .     Stocks  were  15  percent  more  than  April 
1,  1962  and  17  percent  above  average.     Beef  holdings  were  189  million  pounds,  an  in- 
crease of  12  million  pounds,  compared  with  a  3-miHion  pound  increase  during  March 
last  year  and  the  average  decrease  of  11  million  pounds .     Stocks  of  pork  were  18  per- 
cent above  a  year  earlier  and  11  percent  above  average •     Frozen  pork  holdings  were 
287  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  50  million  pounds,  while  cooler  pork  stocks  were 
hh  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  6  million  pounds  during  March. 
Dairy  and  dairy  products 

Stocks  of  butter  increased  to  3"+6  million  pounds  on  April  1,  a  gain  of  17  million 
during  March.     This  gain  compares  with  ^3  million  during  March  a  year  earlier  and _ the 
average  increase  of  13  million.     Government -owned  butter  on  April  1  totaled  3l6  mill- 
ion pounds,  leaving  30  million  in  commercial  channels,  compared  with  39  million  a 
year  earlier.    Holdings  of  American  cheese  declined  to  309  million  pounds  on  April  1, 
a  reduction  of  l6  million  pounds  during  March.     Stocks  were  l6  percent  below  a  year 
earlier  but  9  percent  above  the  average.     Government  holdings  of  American  cheese 
totaled  hk  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  11  million  pounds  during  March.
